London, Nov. 9.— In bright, crisp 
weather to-day the time honored lord 
mayor's show took place and the now 
lord mayor of London, Mr. A. F. Phil- 

lipB, was formally installed inofDce, suc- 
oet'dini; Sir Walter Wilkin. The old es- 
tablislied cuKtoiii showed litt'e siKns of 
hecomiuE obsolete and the populiirity of 
the new lord mayor caused some unusual 
features in the street parade, which 
were most interesting. The committee 
having charge of the arrangements wise- 
ly determined to eliminate certain absurd 
features from tho parade. Hitherto it 
lias been custoniar3' to have a series of 
triumphal cars, representing some uUe- 
i^oric.'il or historical subject upon which 
mimeiouB youijK women shivered in the 
November wiud. In place of these in 
to-day's procession, cars were ot;cu])ied 
by groups, showuig the various coudi- 
tions of London's industries during the 
past century. 

Tlie procession started from Guildhall 
at 10 liiO a.m. Along the route the usual 
bnntiii(,' and decorations were displayed, 
those jiarticnlarly noticeable being along 
Cheapside anil Newpate streets. A par- 
ticularly j)le;ising feuliire of the parade 
were t!ie iniiida of honor who accom- 
panied the mayoress. For the first time 
in tho history of thcKe parades the maids 
were attended liv gentlemen as grooms- 
men. Another feature of the procession 
was tho military display. The new 
Lord Mayor is an authority on 
street pageantry and also a great ad- 
vocate of military bands and military 
spectacles. This feature was largely de- 
veloped. The .Scots Greys furnished an 
escort and several lines of regiments also 
iiiarcbcd in the procession. The boys 
of the sliips Arettiuas, ChicheBtor and 
Warspite attracted much attention and 
were (-upplemented by a division of the 
GorcUin Koys' orphanage, which is com- 
|)osed qi lads hailing from London. The 
lire brigade also made an interesting 
showing, and tlie advance which lias 
been made in locomotion during the 
century was deiuonstratcd by one ])er- 
fected motor car in contrast with the okl 
stylo coach, equipped with a coachman 
and attendants in old fashioned liveries 
which followed. 

Ranged round the square upon which 
tho Guildhall opens was a detachment 
of the London Rille Brigade forming the 
guard of honor, while the cadets of this 
corps lined the corridors leading to the 
library. The arrival of the guests lasted 
from 5 o'clock till 7. Upon returning 
the tiucsts found seats in tho corridors 
and in the library itself for the purpose 
of witnessing the formal reception of the 
i ord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress, 
which commenced about 11 o'clock. Tho 
arrivals of special interest were those of 
till! ]jOvA Chancellor, Lord llalsbury, 
the Uiiancellor of the i'..Kchciiuer, ItigliL 
Hon. Sir Michael liii'.kK-lieach, and tlie 
I'rinu! Minister the Manjiiis of Salislniry. 
The Lord Chancellorattiied in full robes 
was preceded by his sword-bearer and 
tnirsc-tearer and "was follov/ed by his 
train-bearer. '4 ji°6,lj6wing these digni- 
taries came a. ^^i^ap' of judges. 'Other 
prDinineiit guests were the First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Right Hon. George . I. 
(iosheii, M.P. ; the Prince and rriuccs^ 
I'Mwaril of S.ixe- Woiniar ; Lord (icorge 
Haniilloii, M.l'.; Lord tiross, Lord Asli- 
lioiiriK! ( i-oril Uiiancellor of Ireland), Sir 
Kicliard Web.ster, Sir liobert l''iiihiy, 
1 Ion. ( IciM-Lre Ciirzon, Lord tinslow, the 
Uiiite-.l States ambassador, Hon. Thos. 
I", liayard, the Cliineso minister, the 
.lapauese minister and the Banish min- 
ister, all the juominent arrivals being 
cheered in turn. The procession was 
then formed for the large hall where the 
dinner was served. 

The Lord Mayor escorted the Jfar- 
chionossof Salisbury and Loid Salisbury, 
tho Lady ^Mayoress. On arriving in the 
ball the band struck up a march and the 
procession slowly weiuletl its way around 
the tables, which were furnished for over 
'.)00 guests. The J^ord Mayor sat at the 
south table, near the centre of the room, 
with the two sheriffs, C, T. Ritchie and 
R. H. J{ogors, at his right and left. Tiie 
Marquis of Salisbury came next, and the 
Marchioness sat on the right of the Lady 
Mayoress. Opposite these sat the alder- 
men of tho city, and the other guests 
were placed in order of prominence. Mr. 
Bayard had a BDeeial'seat of honor at 
the main or south table while 
all tho other <liplomats .were seated at 
side tables. Mr. Rayard was the third 
person to bo presented to tho new Lord 
Mayor and Lady ^fayoress this nioriiiiig 
and as be approaclied tho dais and 
slightly bowed there was an outburst of 
cheers from the assembled guests, in re- 
sponse to which greeting tlie U. S,'' am- 
bassador bowed. T..e reception accorded 
to Mr. Bayard was warmer than that 
given to aifybody with tho exception of 
the Marquis of Salisbury and Sir Her- 
bert Eltcbcner, the Sirdar, or Com- 
mander-in-chief ot tho i'^gyptian army, 
who has iust returned from tho ro-cap- 
ture of Dongola, t,n the Nile, and soino 
of the most iiopula'- cabinet; ministers. 
Tho reception was the most enthusiastic 
ever heltl in tho hall. 

The dinner was of the usual kind, be- 
ing preceded by the customarv turtle 
soup, without which no Lord jMayor's 
banquet would be complete. The cost of 
the dinner was about .tS.OOO, of which 
tlie Lord Mayor pays one-half, tho two 
shorifl's dividing the remainder ot the 
coat between them. After dinner came 
tho speeches. During the banquet the 



)) Marquie of Salisbury was absorb?d in 
thought and was very nervous, and Jlr. 
Bayard got hopelessly mixed uj) in tlie 
foi'inalties of the loving cup. Ho drank 
twice instead of passing It to the J>uches8 
of Devonshire. Mr. Goscben and Lord 
Wolseley responded respectively for the 
navy and the army, the latter taking the 
occasion to eulogize Sir Herbert Kitch- 
ener. 

The Mayor in proposing " the Am- 
bassadors " coupled w'ith tiae toast the 
name of Mr. Bayard, mentioning him as 
" the most fraternal envoy of the most 
fraternal nation." Mr. Bayard resijonded 
to the toast of the ambassadors in the 
following terms: "I am honored In 
being chosen to speak for the corps of 
which I am an humble nienibcr. J con- 
fess that until b :yO o'clock tliia uflcrnoon 
I did not expect to be asked to ro- 
siKind to a toast. However, I have 
obtained an idea from a diEtiiiirtilshed 
diplomat (l-3rd Duli'eriii), who recently 
said that the govcriimeiils of the world 
were a mass of naljiitatiiig nervous sen- 
sations. A result, he said, of bringing 
together these Eenaationa was to destroy 
isolation — solendid or otherwise — and 
to induce tho nations to feel and act 
as ladies and gentlemen, with con- 
sideration • for each other's feel- 
ings and interests. The people I rep- 
resent have made a declaration in no 
local or mechanical sense, which elands 
as a verdict and declaration for national 
honor, speaking to the human lieart and 
niind in favor of that honesty, which is 
essential for the civilization of the 
World. You cannot to-day shock civili- 
zation even on its esterior boundaries 
without airecting its heart. This en- 
ables lue to speak not for my myself or 
my country but for the whole diplomatic 
corps of the world. Is tiiere one who 
does not perceive it and who does not 
realize thy truth and force of the day in 
which We live? " Mr. Bayard concluded 
with the words " God speed tlie city of 
London." 

Mr. Bayard's remarks were met with 
a tumult of ai>plauBe from the assembled 
throng. Lord Salisbury laughed at the 

aniliasBador'.'. reference to " splendid 
isolation," a phrase credited to a Ciina- 
dian cabinet ministeras describiuj.^ Great 
Br;t'.tin's situation in the family of 
nations. After Mr. Bayard had con- 
cluded the Lord Mayor proposed " The 
ministers," upon which Lord Salisbury 
rose amid loud cheers, which quickly 
subsided into tjreathless sileneoand close 
attention to theannualGuildhall speech of 
the I'rinio Minister, which is by common 
.acceptance looked to to embody the offi- 
cial announcement of the government 
policy to the nation. 

lord Salisbury said : "I thank Mr. 
Bayard for bis presence here to-night 
and for Ins joining in this historic meet- 
ing. By the few words he has uttered 
he has raised his own plane of obecrva- 
tion so high abave the level of i)ai ty, 
that though it is contrary to our practice 
t3 luake observations on the interna- 
tional policies of other states, I may be 
iierinitted without impertinence to con- 
giatulat3 him upon the splendid pro- 
nouncement which the people he 
represents has made in behalf of 
the principles which lie at the 
basis of all human society, 
It is rather like bathos to turn from that 
matter to the not very important contro- 
versy which his country and ours have 
bad during the recent months. I only 
do so for the purpose of expressinir my 
belief that the cjntroversy is at an end, 
(Cheers). 

" It la often surprising by what very 
obvious arrangements problems of great 
difliculty are solved, and yet on the con- 
tinent whioh Columbus uiscovered. the 
tradltlonsof Columbusand theeggshoi'kl 
lie reversed. In the discussions we have 
hail with the United States on behalf of 
their friends in Venezuela the qneation 
has not been wlietlier or not there 
should he arbitration, hut whether the 
arhilration should have unrestricted aji- 
plication. Wo have always claimed, re- 
specting those w-lio, apart (roiii the liis- 
fu'ic rights, bad the right which at- 
tiiches to settled estahlisbraents, that 
the settled distriuts should be excluded 
friiin arbitratioj, 

" Our dIfRculty for many months has 
been to find bow to deline the settled 
districts, and the solution has coine, I 
think, li'oin the country Sir. Bayard 
represents in the suggestion that we 
should treat colonial empires just as we 
treat individuals ; that the same lapse of 
time which protects individuals in civic 
life from having their title questioned 
should also [)rotec;t the Fnglisli colony 
from having its title questioned; and 
where that lap.'io of time could not ha 
claimed, thoiiirh there should be an ex- 
amination of the title, yet all that eijuitv 
has (k'nianded in consideration of aueii 
title should be granted. It is a very 
simple solution, and I believe it Is not 
using unduly sanguine words when I 
say that I believe it has brought the con- 
troversy to an end. 

" It Is a matt'jr of no small eatisfactiou 
to the government at a time when anxi- 
ous questions wbiuh are of moro import- 
ance than tho prjlitical (luestions are 
troubling Aniericii, and therefore i.roub'- 
iijg the rest of the world, that we should 
remove fiom the board at all events any 
semblance of political dill'erenco wliicli 
might hinder our common action in de- 
fence of the common heritage of society. 
We have had an anxious year In the 
foreign oflice, but we have Uoated into a 
period of comparative calm. Unfortu- 
nately one matter has not been passed. 
That Is the troubles in Turkey." 

Gontlnuinir, Lord Sallsburj' sai d tbn 
ho believed that the people of G rea 
Britain were no'w virtually unaniin ou 
against isolated action, than which no 
worse course could bu adopted to benelit 
the Armenians. If it was merely wished 
to pursue a course to punish or worry 
tho Turkish government. Great Brit'iin 
had abundant means of iloing so, but if 
they had a -higher wish — to rescue 
tho Christian and Moslem people 
from atrocious misgoverninent — they 
must seek to draw into co-oporatlon 
as many nations in the world as possi- 
l)lc. If it was desired to use force in 
Turkey, the fleet Would not Buflice. Mil- 
itary occupation alone would not sufiice. 
Military and naval occupation would 
alone be effective, and tho latter would 
be a large undertaking. He would not 
pretend to say what Great Britain might

The gov- 
ernment have had all the necessary in- 
formation for years. 

]Mr. I'rovand, M. P., of Glasgow, who 
has been In Canada for some weeks, In 
the interest of the Chignecto marine 
railway, has left for England, recogniz- 
ing the impossibility of securing renewal 
of subsidy. 

Cable advices from London say that 
ftfajor Kitchen of the Royal Rifles will 
bp appointed to the command of tho 
Royal Military College. The govern- 
ment has no knowledge of any appoini- 
ment, so the Premier informed me to- 
night, adding that Lord Lanadowne, sec- 
retary of state for war, had been asked 
to get a good man. 

Colonel Bacon, secretary of the Do- 
minion Hiile Association, will resign bia 
ofBce at the forthcoming annual meet- 
ing. He has held it for many years. 

In government circles it is said that a 
new wing will be added to the eastern 
block for the purpose of storing valuable 
records in fireproof vaults. 



JUMPING AT CONCLDSIOSS. 

A Telegraphic Correspondent 'Assumes That 
McKlnley Has Taken Fielding 
Into His Confidence. 

MoN"Tni-:.tb, Nov. 9. — (PresB dispatch) — 
The statement made iu IJew York by 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, Canadian finance ■ 
minister, that efibrts will be made ^by 
the Canadian government to sechre a 
treaty of reciprocity with the United 
States as soon as President'Olect Mc' 
ICinley shall assume office at Washing- . 
ton lias awakened the greatest interest 
among business men in Montreal and 
ttiroughout Canada. The commercial 
interests of the Uomlnlou, regardless of 
politics, are almost a unit in favor of a 
renewal of what is known as tlie " Elgin 
reciprocity treaty " of lS5-i, and it isiie- 
lleved that when the representa- 
tives of the Canadian govern- 
ment visit Washington next spring 
tliey will endeavor to secure reciprocal 
legislation along the lines of that treaty. 
Tho principal jirovisiona of the Elgin 
treaty were as follows : It removes the 
three inile limit imposed by the conven- 
tion of 1818, and gave to the iiiliabitants 
of the United States free liberty to take 
all kii?ds of fish, except shell iish, along 
the shores and in the bays and hiubora 
of the provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and I'rince lOdward Is- 
land and adjacent islands, with permis- 
sion to laiul for tho purpose of drying 
their nets or curing their lish. All the 
salmoa, shad and river (islierics, how- 
ever, were icserved exclusively for Brit- 
ish subjects. Similar liberties '(vitli sim- 
ilar regulations were given to all British 
subjects to tish on the east sea (toasts oE 
the United States north of the 30th par- 
allel of north latitude. 

The following articles were to be ad- 
mitted into each country respectively 
free of duty: Grain, flour and bread- 
stulTa of all kinds, fresh, anioked and 
salted meats, cotton, wool, seeds and 
vegetables, fruits, dried and undried 
bides, furs, skins, or tails, undressed ;, 
butter, cheese, tallow, lard, horns, luan- 
ures, pitch, tar, turpentine, ashes, tim- 
ber and lumber of all kinds, round, 
hewed, sawed and manufactured in whole 
or in ])art; rice, broom com, an<l bark, 
gypsum, ground or unground, hewn or 
wrought or unwrouglit burr or grind- 
stones, manti'actured tobacco, lish of all 
kinds, products of iish and all other 
creatures living in the water, poultry, 
eggs, stone or marble in its crude or un- 
wrouglit state, slate, ores or metals of 
all kinds, coal, lire wood, plants, ahrubs, 
trees, pelts, wool, lish oil, dye stufl's, 
llax, hein)3 and tow, unmauufactureil 
and rags. It gave to the inhabitants of 
the United States the riirht to riavigatii 
the river St. J.,awrence and the canal h of 
Canada as fr''3ly as British subjects, sub- 
ject to the same tolls, and gave to British 
subjects a similar right to navigate Jjake 
Miclilgan so long as the privilege of 
navigating tho St. Lawrence should con- 
tinue. No export duty was to bo levied 
on the timber cut on American territory 
and floated down to be shipped from- 
New Brunswick.

—Danger of Over Conftdence 
—A Warning. 



EossLAND, Nov. 5. (Special)— Ilosa- 

land is a remarljfible town, and demon- 
Btrate's forcibly to what longtha meii, 
and women too, will so for gold. Situa- 
ted moat picturesquely in the heart of 
the KocUv mountains, the majestic Col- 
umbia llowing at her feet, she jrieaeiits 
a motive for a theme upon which an ar- 
tist alone could elaborate. Prom the 
artistic point of view Roaaland has few 
rivals, but even here the law of compen- 
aation makes itself felt. The streets are 
filthy with dust and muck, the system of 
sewage is a disgrace to civilization, tiic 
houses are mere sheila eo that 
privacy of couversalion even is iiii- 
posaibie, while more thanhalf the popu- 
lation is of the lowest typo. There is 
not a completed brick buiidiai<; in tlie 
town. t-unday — a mere euohonious 
Bocnd, no — one thinks of obaervioR it. 
Saloons, stores, even the post oflico, are 
wide open. The mines run on just as 
on Monday. The officers of the law do 
not seem to consider it necessary to 
arrest for anything abort of theft or 
murder. I have not been able to find a 
respectable bath in the town, and yet 
ifrom all quarters of the globe men and 
women, relined and otherwise, keep 
pouring into the jjlace. Upon tiieir 
faces is plainly stamped the determina- 
tion to undergo trials and inconveniences 
in the supreme struggle to 

ACQUrUE WEALTH. 

No one can visit this camp, however, 
without beins struck by the fact thnt, all 
things considered, public order is ob- 
served to a remarkable degree. An 
American Kuntlcnian wlio has large in- 
terests across the border remarked last 
evening that if Konsland were situated 
two hundred miles south it would be a 
liell upon earth, where the rijslita to life 
and property would mean notlune. The 
lower element here have a wholesome 
dread of Canadian law. The certainty of 
punishment in case of any lla!;rant 
breach exercises a most beneficial efl'ect, 
TJienJBjority of property owners at pre- 
sent are Americans. The principal 
streets are named after American atatea- 
men and cities. The sentiment of the 
town is decidedly American, but lam 
informed a spirit of change ia mani- 
festing itself. Canadians have been 
arriving in large numbers dur- 
ing the past few months, and 
have begun to a^selt tneraaelvea. 
An agitation has been inaugurated to 
have the place incorporated, when the 
British element hope to have the names 
of the streets changed, houses of ill re- 
pute suppressed and the Sunday law en- 
forced. Within the last few months 
J'ngliah capital has been freely flowing 
into tlie camp. A large syndicate repre- 
sented by Mr. F. W. North, the expert 
•of .South African fame, ahd Dr. Poweil, 
brother of the Canadian Adjutant-Cien- 
era!, have purchased the War Eagle 
mine at a large figure, and expect to as- 
sume control within thirty days.

No doubt as soon aa JCnglish linancial 
men !> iconic educated to the fact that 
there are tirst-claas paying inveatmenta 
here, tieir money will pour into the 
camp. Air. North iiiformed me that in 
his opini )n the Rossland mines were the 
licbeat an 1 gave more ])roiuise than any 
in the world. The singular circum- 
Btance that strikes everybody is that no 
matter how wildcat the proposition ap- 
pear^ a year ago — no matter what 
laudatory statements were made with 
reference to pnines then undeveloped— 
every prediction has been more than 
realized. There ia danger that this fact 
will inapire too much confidence, and 
that, working upon it, ecliemcra will 
attempt to float swindling propo- 
sitions. Investors ehould be careful 
in their selection of representatives 
There are thoroughly reliable liriuBhere 
who have a good knowledge of values, 
outputs, etc., men who intend to remain 
hero and whose interest it is to see that 
investors receive value for their money. 
These men only should be trusted and 
dealt with. There are many downright 
swindlers operating here whose inten- 
tion it ia make what they can as soon as 
possible and then decamp. These peo- 
ple purchase blocks of stock in undevel- 
oped mines at ridiculoiisiy low ligures, 
send the stock Iviat and by clever adver- 
tising unload it at a profit of several hun- 
dred per cent. Tiie money they Lhus 
«ccure tliey ijlace in their pcjckcta and 
leave tlie develoi)moiit work of the mine 
for lir>ne!jt investors who follow them, 
As I said before, m all cases up to date 
Buch schemes have jiroved all right, and 
had the original seller, who had no faith 
in the property lie was selling, used the 
money he thus secured 

Koi: i)i;vei.oi'.mi;n"t 
he would have found that " honesty was 
the bc3t policy." There arc at present 
many a^.ncka on the market that are 
commanding higher prices than the 
present atate of development warrants. 
Investors in these stocks are simply 
gambling as to whether they will prove 
valneloss or profitable. The question of 
values in town property here is most 
perplexing. At present tliere are about 
two thouaand men working in tlieminea. 
The pay-rolla show that these men re- 
cnive weekly .$113,000. .Sound fiiuuicial 
men say that upon this pay-roll valuoa, 
rents, etc., should ho baaed, Such ia not 
the cnae however. An Eastern man who 
arrived in town three weeks ago 
paid $15,200 for a thirty foot lot, erected a 
Btoro upon it costing him lfl,(iOO and 
rented it before the roof was on for .^176 
per month. Within two years he will 
nave nearly the whole of hia capital back 
and the entire property to the good. 
Those who are inclined to n conserva- 
tive view of the subject aay that this 
Htato ol affairs cannot continue, while 
the optimists ridicule thpir iileiia and 
<;Iaiin it will be years before the camp 
gels down to a pay-roll baais. They 
<;lain! that next spring there will be a 
ijreater number of people pour into the 



camp than ever before, and that values 
will be kept up as heretofore by reason 
of the fever. to acSfflrB^nytW in sight. 
They point to'tne 'fact that by nest 
spring mines that have not begun <'c- 
veloprnent work yet, but are now placii g 
large plant, of machinery, will bo turn- 
ing out large quantities of 
PAYING oni:. 
This fact, it is expected will prolong the 
excitement, and cnuee speculators to 
deal da stocks and property as hereto- 
fore. I Avould warn investors against 
placing too much confidence in the daily 
reports of good strikes upon the various 
undeveloped minea. My experience has 
been that where a miner has a good 
thing he keeps right along working, and 
talks but little, lie lets hia ore talk for 
him. In cases where it is iirobleaiatical 
aa to the value of the mine wo are con- 
stantly hearing from intcreated parties 
of wonderful strikes. " I am just giving 
you a quiet tip, so you won't get left on 
it. There waa a big strike on the ao and 
ao mine thia afternoon, Don't say I told 
you of it, but what 1 say ia right." 
This is the story ""that every 
newspaper man haa poured into his ear 
many timea daily. I have taken the 
trouble in several inatances to make 
abarcbing inquiry and in many cases 
found the report without foundation. I 
have become inipreased with the fact 
that there ia but little American capital 
willing to inveat here, probxbly for the 
reason that money is tight on tiie otlier 
eide. Certain it ia that most of the mine 
holders who have good things do not 
niake public their good strikes. They 
turn out aa much ore aa posaihie and 
when they have good ahowings they 
aend for the repreaentativo of the Eng- 
lish syndicate and either oH'er to sell out 
or sell apart interest, so as to enable 
them to secure a larger capital to develop 
on a larger scale. There ia plenty of 

KXOI.ISII CAl'irAI, 

here, but its representatives want only 
sure things, for which they are willing 
to pay the price. No good acheuie, when 
the oW'uer can show paying ore in sight-, 
need go begging in the East. I do not 
mean to say that there are not several 
atocka selling at low figures upon the 
Toronto and Jlontreal markets thnt are 
not good purchaaes. What I do say ia 
that none of them have aatislied English 
experts that they are certtun inveat- 
menta. Eor the information of those 
who are thinking of coming out hare I 
would say : Don't come unless you liave 
sullicient money to keep you for several 
weeks. There "are hundreds of bright 
men walking the atreets " broke " look- 
ing for positions. Board and lodging 
ranges ail the way from $10 to ifL*.") per 
week. The laundriea receive just about 
100 per cent, more than in the East for 
their work. Bring heavy UootH, an<l 
clothing that can stend any amount of 
dust, mud and muck.

•that a niimljer of men are constantly at 
work keeping it down. Ore is being 
taken out in considerable quantities, 
however, and there is now about 60 tons 
on ttie dump.' The nest shipment of 
ore will be of about 200 tons, and it is 
ex-pected fluit the company will realize 
over $12,000 on it. The shipment will 
go to lOverett and Sun I'rancisco, but a 
later une may go to Swansea, Wales.

rACIFlC CABLE CONFERENCE. 

Resumption of Its Sessions in London— Tlie 
Sttunticn Explained by Secretary 
Mercer, 

London-, - Nov. 9.— The Pacific cable 
conference resumed its sessions at noon 
to-day in the rooms of the Earl of Sel- 
borne, parliamentary under secietary for 
the colonies, at the colonial ollice. lOarl 
.Selborne presided and Mr. W. P. llej)- 
worth IMercer acted as secretary. All 
tiic delegates wore ijresent. After an 
hour and a hall of informal chats, dur- 
ing which rouline subjects and ordinary 
business were discusBed, it was decided 
to begin with technical questions, and 
this will probably recpiire one or two 
Canadian witnesses. The first regular 
working session of the conference will 
take place on Thursday next. Delegate 
.Jones was to-day introduced to his col- 
leagues and was bigiily gratified with 
the cordial reception met witii. Earl 
.Selhorne will sliortly entertain the dele- 
gates at dinner. 

Secretat'y Mercer, talkitig over the sit- 
uation with a representativeof the Asso- 
ciated Press, said : " The conferen'-o will 
now get to work in earnest. Two meet- 
ings have already been hekl,one in June 
and one in July last. At the ,lune meet- 
ing it was found ditlicalt to arrunge for 
immediate subseiiuent sittings owing to 
the Australian delegates being obliged to 
go to Buda Pesth to attend a conference. 
At the July session, a change of govern- 
ment having taken place in Canada, the 
Canadian delegates felt some delicacy 
about going ahead until the attitude of 
the new ministry was ascertain- 
ed. This necessitated an adjourn- 
ment until autumn. The.-,e two 
meetings were little more than formal, 
but still some matters have been gone 
into and consi<lerable ground cleared. It 
is not, however, permitted of mo to say 
juKt what took place, as the government 
cannot, of course, make any public state- 
ments until the conference ia over and 
the results arrived at are communicated 
to the governments of the colonies in- 
terested. This cannot bo done quickly, 
as the qnestions involved are very large, 
the child issue being, of course, tlie cost 
of the cable. lis practicability, from an 
engineering standpuint, is not naturally 
in (]uestion."

BAILWAY TO KOOTENAY. 

Resolutions Adopted by the RepreBcntotlves 
of B. C, Boards of Trade at 
Vancouver. 

The following are the resolutions 
adopted at the meeting of representa- 
tives of the Boards of Trade of British 
Columbia, who met at Vancouver on 
Saturday, as already reported in the 
Coi.o.NtsT : 

Moved by G. Leiser, seconded by W. 
Godfrey, an'd " Reeulved that the secre- 
tary slionld i'ortliwith communicate with 
the provincial government, asking what 
time would be convenient to meet the 
joint committee to diacnsa tlio question 
of railway communication from the coast 
to Kootenay." 

The mover spoke brifly' in support of 
his resolution pointing out the ad- 
vantages to be derived from such a line 
and the necessity for making it an in- 
dependent corporation. 

Moved by Messrs. Godfrey and Leiser 
and 

"Resolved, that havint? carefully con- 
sidered the necessity of constructing a 
line of railway from "the ccast into the 
district of Kootenay and tliereby bring 
the great mining trade of the soutlieiist- 
ei-n part of British Columbiu to the 
coast cities by the shortest possible 
routes ; belt therefore resolved that the 
I'rovincial and llominion governments 
be asked to grant a charter and asaiet 
any properly organized scheme and in- 
dependent line of railway from the coast 
to the Columbia river ; and that they 
will do everything possible so tiiat the 
line may be constructed at the earliest 
possible moment; and that a copy of 
this resolution be sent to the respective 
governments." 

Mr. ITunierfelt said that there was 
enough market for the East here iu all 
conscience. In ISii-l the ])roviiice im- 
ported $1.',-!L'2,000 wortli of goods from 
the United States, on whicli $'-'i:!,000 was 
paid in duty. In meat, $1:0,000 worth 
was imported; lard, $11,000; bacon, 
$'JS.5,000. It was simply appalling, 
when for butter the amount was 
lll,5-_"2 lbs.; cheese, 31,000 odd lbs.; 
eggs, P_',742 dozen. Did not that sub- 
stantiate the fact that there was a big 
enouLdi market here for the East to 
supply? 

.Air. Leiser pointed out that the East 
was lighting for a share of the trade 
and so waa Jiritish Columbia, but he did 
not think the coast section of the pro- 
vince could he deprived of its just and 
natural rights. 

Moved by Mr. Campion, seconded by 
Mr. Flumerfelt, and" " Resolved, that 
the companies who have ap]>lied lor 
charters to build roads to ivootenay from 
the coast, be asked to appoint repre- 
sentatives to confer with the committee 
in Victoria prior to tiie proposed inter- 
view with the Provincial government." 

Moved by Mr. Flumerfelt, seconded by 
Mr. Campion, and " Resolved, that the 
cities of Victoria, Vancouver, New Weat- 
ininster and Nanaimb be asked to en- 
dorse, by way of resolutions, any pro- 
perly guaranteed scheme for an inde- 
pendent railway from the coast into 
Kootenay." 

Mr. 1). R. Ker said that it would be in 
our interests to work for the construc- 
tion of thb Crow's Nest Pass in connec- 
tion with tlie other line, as it was aliso- 
lutely nei'fHsary ; as pointed out by Mr. 
McLagan, there existed in iMist Koote- 
nay the coal wherefrom to smelt the low 
grade ores. He held that the govern- 
ment should build the line and to have 
it as an a?set to the country. There was 
no doubt that it would pay, and there 
would be no loss.

The meeting of the delegates of the 
Boards of Trade of Victoria, Vancouver 
and W'estiuinster thnt touk phieo in 
Vancouver on Saturday to conaider how 
a railroad direct to the Kootenay coun- 
try can be constnicted was moat harmo- 
niouB, The delegates were all itnpreaacd 
with the necessity of having the road 
built with tl;8 least possible delay, and 
they were HRreed, too, that help should 
bo applied for from both the Dominion 
and the I'rovincial Governments. It 
was considered that the road would be a 
paying one and that neither the Do- 
minion nor the Province would lose any- 
thing by extendlnK to it promptly lib 
eral assistance. The projectors of the 
roads are asked to confer with the corn- 
inittee previous to their interview will 
the Provincial Lioverniuent. It is to be 
hoped that the conatrnction of the road 
will not he delayed by the jealousy and 
disiigreemente of rival companies. If 
the road is to be built and built soon the 
more cordial and hearty the co-opera 
tiou of those who take an interest in it 
the better. It is, in our opinion, mere 
folly to talk of two road.«. To build one 
road as well and as Foon as it ought to 
he built will Te<iuire tho united exertions 
of all who take an interest in the pro- 
ject. We are greatly mistaken if the 
HtTongest combination that can possibly 
be formed will not find it as much as 
they can do to yet the work well under 
way. They cannot atlbrd to waste time 
and eneipy in quarrelling or in inquiry.

Professor Uoldwin Hiiiilh informs the 
readers of the Weekly Sun, of Toronto, 
that 

When thepre.sident of I'rinceton Univer- 
sity, in his address, e.^ijiressed his earn- 
est hope that none hut friendly relations 
would ever exist between the two great 
branches oi the English race, the aasera 
■bly, which must have numbered between 
two and three thousand persons, re- 
sponded with loud cheers. Vv'hen, at a 
banquet, an appeal was made l)y a speak- 
er to the kindly feelins of .Vmericans for 
their mother land, the wliole company 
not only applauded, but rose to empha- 
size their applause. 

The Ottawa Citizen tells us of a simi- 
lar incident that occurred the other day 
at a meetinj! of IMetliodist preacliera in 
New Vgrk. Bishop Jlartzell, addressing 
those present, said: " (iod bless the 
Union Jack. I want to see the troubles 
between the United States and Great 
Britain settled, and settled quickly 
May the day come soon when the flags 
■of the two nations shall float together 
from the same Bt&S, wherever there ia a 
strategic point between civilization and 
barbarism."

A GRAND DEMONSTRATION. 

The prrcessioii in Xew Vork on the 
Saturday previous lo the election ap- 
pears to have been the most imposing 
political demonstration ever made in the 
United States. It was called the busi- 
ness men's paraile^and tho number who 
composed it was nearly, if not alloiiother, 
one hundred thouanud men. i*omo idea 
may be formed of tlie immensit}' of the 
multitude when it ia known that it took 
nearly seven hours to paas the reviewing 
atand at the rate of 17,800 men an hour. 
Sisrteen files front waa the order 
past the reviewing stand at Madison 
Square. Each man carried a flag. It ia 
calculated that three-quarters of a mil- 
lion of citizens thronced the streets 
through which the proceasiou passed. 
That procession was formed of men of 
all classes and conditions. The utmost 
good order and good humor prevailed. 
The way in which this army of undisci- 
jilined citizen was handled was a matter 
of Hurpriae to men who understand the 
ditliculty of marshalling and keeping in 
order masses of disciplined and well 
drilled men. The demonstration seems 
to have been in every way creditable to 
the citizens of Now York. It showed 
that they are intelligent and law-abid- 
ing as well as patriotic.

upon thev stood up and said, " We will 
vote for 'Bryan." (Laughter and tre- 
mendous applause.) 

This is sound as well as cheerful phil- 
osophy and, although logersoll did not 
intend it aa auch, orthodox Christianity.

formers imagine, and many who are 
discontented with their lot in life, if they 
knew of the trials and cares of those 
whom they envy , would cease to gr u m hie, 
and would be thankful for what they 
have. 



TEACHING GOODWILL. 

Col. IngeraoU's Speech in Carnegie 
Hall is declared to be the speech of the 
Presidential campaign. 1 1 is published 
in full in tho Montreal Star aiul is well 
worth reading by anyone who likes to 
see the truth plainly stated and argu- 
ments marBhallcd in the most brilliant 
as well as effective manner. Col. Inger- 
soll's doUverance is a model stump 
speech. It was bright, pungent and in 
the highest degree interesting, without 
being at all coarse or offensive. 
■NVe uive below a passage as a specimen 
of his style. Bryan had been doing his 
best to set class against class and to em- 
bitter his hearers against their rich fel- 
low citizens. Speakingof Bryan, he said, 

"This man is endeavoring to excite 
class against class, to excite the jioor 
against the rich, ami then goes on 
to say. There are no peiinanent 
classes lierc. The millionaire may he 
u mendicant, the mendicant may be a 
millionaire. The man now working for 
the millionaire may employ that mil- 
lionaire's sons to work for him. (.Ap- 
lause.) Tliere is a chance for us all. 
Sometinies a numskull is born in the 
mansion and a genius rises from the 
gutter. (Applause.) OldMotherNature 
lias a queer way of taking care of her 
children. (Laughter.) You can't tell. 
(Laughter.) Vou can't tell. Here we 
liave the very open field of competition, 
and if a man piitises mo in the race, I 
say : " tjood luck. (Applause.) Get 
ahead of me, you are welcome." 

And why should 1 hate the rich? 
"Why shouUl I make my heart a den of 
writhing, hissing enakes of envy? (.-Ap- 
plause.) Get rich, I don't care. lam 
glad I live in a country where somebody 
can get rich. (Applause.) It is a spur 
in the flank of ambition. Let them get 
rich. I havo known good men that were 
quite rich (laughter and applause), and 
I have known some mean men who were 
in straitened circumstances. (Laughter 
and applause.) So I have known asgrxid 
men as ever breathed the air poor. We 
must res[iect the man ; what is inside, 
not what is outside. (Ap)ilause.) 

Why should we envy the rich? Why 
envy a man who has !,'ot no earthly 
needs? Why envy a man that carries 
a hundred canes? (Laughter.) Wfiy 
envy a man who luis that which he can- 
not use? I know a great many rich men 
and I have read about a great many 
others, and I don't envy them. They 
are no happier than I am. You see, 
after all, few rich men own their prop- 
erty. The property owns them. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) It gets them up early 
in the morning (laughter and api)lanBe; ; 
it makes them suspect their friends. 
(I>augliter and applause.) Sometimes 
they think tliei r children would like to 
attend a lirst-t-hiss funeral. (Laughter 
and applanse.) Wlij- sliould we utivy 
the rich? They have fear ; we have hope. 
They are on the top of tho ladder; we 
are sitting on the ground. (Lauyhter 
and applause.) They aro afraid of falling, 
and we hope to rise. (Laud and long 
applause.) 

Wliy should we envy the rich? They 
jiever drank any colder water than I 
liave. They never ate any lighter bis- 
cuits nor any better corn bread. Tlicy 
never drank any better 1 llinols wine, or 
felt better after drinking it(laiighter;yid 
a|)plause) than I have; than you liave. 
They never saw any more glorioiiH .-^uii- 
aeta with the great palaces of imujl'iVHt 
and gold, and tlioy never saw the hea- 
vens thicker with cotistellationa ; they 
never read better poetry; they never 
heard better music. 'I'bey know no 
more about the ecstasies of love than we 
<lo. (Laughter and applause.) They 
never got any more pleasure out of 
courting than I did. (Laughter and a p 
plause.) Why should we envy the rich ? 
I Know as much about the ecstasies of 
love of wife and child and friends aa 
thoy. (.Applause.) 

And wliy sliould wo hate tho success- 
ful? Why? Wo cannot all be first. 
The race is a vast procession : a great 
many hundred millions are back of the 
centre, and in front there is only one 
hamaii being, that is all. Shall we wait 
for the other ieliows lo catch up? ,Shall 
the procession atop? (Laughter.) I say 
help the fallen, assist the weak, help the 
poor, bind up the wounds, hutdon't stop 
the procession. (Applause.) 

Wh^ should we hate the successful? 
Here is a little fellow, and he haa got 
a trade, and ho hammers away day and 
night, industriously. He is in love with a 
girl around the corner (laughter) aiul 
she is in his brain all day and all night 
in his heart, He saves a, little money, 
starts a little busineaa for himself, his 
friends give him credit, and he marries. 
Industrious, thrifty, ho makes a 
little fortune, educates his children, 
and his old age is tilled with 
love and content. Good. His compan- 
ions baak in the sunshine of idleness. 
They wastea their wages in dissipation, 
and when the winter came, whors the 
snows fell on the barren fields and the 
wasted days, tinged with hunger, shiv-

LIFE AND TIMES OF DAVID. 

Rev. Mr. Cleaver Continues His Interesting 
Discourses On tbe Career of the 
Poet-King. 

Last Sunday's services in tlie Metro- 
politan Metho<list church were of a de- 
cidedly interesting character, both morn- 
ing and evening. Rev. Mr. Cleaver's 
morning subjects for several we-iks jiast 
have been "The Scriptures of Divine 
Truth," a sermon eacli having been de- 
livered on the history, the poetry, the 
biography and the prophecies of tbe 
Bible. 

Heavy rain kept a largo number of 
church-'goorB at home last Sunday eveu- 
ning, thus interfering with tho attend- 
ance, which under the circuniatancoB, 
liowevor, was very satisfactory. Tbe 
continuation of " David and His limes" 
was tho evenintr subject. After remark- 
ing on the beauty and pathos of the 
psalms composed by David during bis 
outlawry in desert caves, the Engedi 
episode, which was characterized as the 
most romantic in the career of the poet- 
king, was dwelt upon at some length. 
The twice sparing of Saul's life when he 
lay entirely at David's mercy ; his treat- 
ment of the miserly stockiiiau, Nabol ; 
Abigail's succeaalnl ctl'ort to appease 
David's just reeentnu'iit; the death of 
Nabol and tho marriage of David and 
the beautiful young widow, were all gra- 
pliically set forth and many useful les- 
sons deduced therefrom. The iasi of 
Saul's many promises not to molest Da- 
vid any more, being now convinced that 
God had chosen liim as king to the set- 
ting aside of the reigning family, which 
promise appears to have been faithfully 
kept, formed the concluding portion of 
an admirable discourse. Not having time 
to deal with Saul's death and tbe accoa- 
sion of David, these events, the preacher 
announced, will constitute the subject of 
next Sunday evening's sermon.

Outlook Bulls New York 
Stock Market. * 



AVbeat Makes Auotlier Upward Junii), 
But Drops Agrain— Situation 
in India. 



New Yokic, Nov. 0. — The broadening 
character of the stouk markets, and 
especially the materially increased ac- 
tivity in the lower priced and usually 
neglected Bhares, continue a decided 
feature, and give the market an old- 
time " bull " appearance. The room 
traders have been fighting the rise, but 
at every receEsion new buying orders 
appear in largo volume, and with no- 
tably heavier commiaaion house biiai- 
ness reported. The eiKiulry also extends 
to the investment and speculative issue 
of bonds, the uiuierlying factor being tlie 
more cheerful sentiment regarding the 
finnncial and general business outlook 
and the increasing ease in the money 
and discount murkets. The riaiug 
tendency is also stimulated by the 
continued strength of the wheat 
market, caused by further foreign crop 
damage raports and the revived indus- 
trial and commercial activity. The rail- 
ways as a group by far oversliailow the 
industrials in the extent of business, 
although activity was noticed in Sugar 
and Chicago Gas. Tlio market is-as ir- 
regular in the early dealings with an 
easier tendency, dtio to the realizations 
of profits together with liecidod strength 
in tlie market for foreign exchange. The 
rates for actual sterling were advanced 
to 4.86>^ and 4.87 '.i for short and long 
bills by some drawers, and posted figures 
were successively put up a cent on the 
day, up to 4.87. 

The easier money rates here and hard- 
ening tendeuv^y abroad, the covering of 
sterling loans, payments for gold and 
mercantile remittances, and the eiTect of 
recent sales of our securities by foreign 
holders, are variously attributed as the 
factors in the present upward movement 
in exchange. Hates for prime mercan- 
tile paper fell to-iiay ))er cent, to 5'._. 
per cent, as the mininuim figures, antl 
. six months and a year money was freely 
otlered at -1 '.J (ffo percent. A decndedly 
favorable inlluence upon the general 
market was e.x;erted bv the exception- 
ally large bids for tli'e !fUi,OU0,U0O of 
New York city bonds reported. The 
stocks of the soft coal roads in the 
Ohio region improved materially on 
news that efforts are to be made to 
bring about an agreement and restora- 
tion of prices and transportation rates as 
noted in these desjjatclics The general 
market rnoveti in erratic fashion owing 
to the eflbrts of sold uut " bulla " to force 
a lower level. The movement in rail- 
ways was narrow, but the early reces- 
siona were eubsetiuently more than re- 
covered in sharpness, with buoyancy in 
the lower priced shares. The closing 
was strong at tlie best prices of the day. 
The net gains in the active list were 
mainly fractional , but ranged up to 
per cent, in the specialties. Money on 
call, easy at i to 4}4 per cent. ; prime 
mercantile paper, b}4 to 7 per cent. ; 
sterling exchange, strong with actual 
business in bankers' bills at $4.s,t'', to 
ifl.se.'.i for demand, and if-l.SS^., to .■«4.- 
.S2'.i' for sixty days. 

Tlie Evening Post says that prices re- 
ceded fractionally at to-day's early 
security market, ljut these dcx;lines could 
scarcely be called even a temporary re- 
action. That there was some exception- 
ally heavv profit taking for the larger 
interest both in London and in New 
York was evident enough by the character 
of the opening transactions, l)at large 
as these realizing sales api)eareil to oe 
they were quite oifdet by the continuous 
decDand from commission houses repre- 
senting outside investment interests. 
Buying from such rjuartera had not ap- 
proached its present volume since May 
of 1895. At the closing hour, when the 
market's intrinsic strength had been 
fully demonstrated, the stock exchange 
speculators changed front abruptly and 
bought almost everythingon the market 
Under this impulse the general market 
closed at the highest of the day. 

Nr,w ViiKK, Nov. 'J. — Wheat made an 
other record to-day, Dec. was run up to 
.sG\ shortly after 1 o'clock. The previous 
higbest figure was 86 9-lC. Throughout 
the day trading was exceptionally heavy. 
The sales aggregated 14,950,000 Dushel's, 
the " shorts" were nervous, buyers be- 
ing badly scared l)y the " bullish " tenor 
of Western news. l!ig long aciMunts 
were piled up by local operators during 
the rise. Near the close, there was i 
general disgorging of these holding; 
whijli nearly swamped the maiket 
The wheat receijda were L',.S(i,'-i,()00 bualr 
els; exports, 110,11^0 biiahels; sales, 
J,4',)5,000 bushels. Spot held higher, 
No. U red fob., 'jO'^iie. ; No. 1 Northern, 
atSTjoC. fob., afloat; No. 1 hard, '.H't.c.

Wheat was heavy all day, 
the early rise being due to strong West- 
ern cash markets, light receipts and 
"bullish'' cable news. The sales in- 
cluded No. 2 red.

Owing to the failure in 
India and Australia a delicincy 
of 2,043,600 quarters has been 
created in Great Britain's usual 
supply which must be made up from 
other sources and ia a change in the sit- 
uation which itself is sufficient to up- 
hold the recent rise. The quantities of 
wheat in passage to the United Kingdom 
on November 7 were 2,045,000 quarters. 
The spring corn trade has been dull for 
ma!ze, the supply of which is larger 
than even a good retail demand can 
easily assimilate, while the large new 
crop in America discourages auy idea of 
speculative purchases for a rise in 
1S07."

The i csult of the iirst month's trial of 
the new system inaugurated at the Ju- 
bilee hospital has, according to the re- 
port of the committee of the month pre- 
sented at the directors' meeting last 
night, proved satisfactory. The report 
said : 

" We, your visiting committee for the 
month of October, beg to report that we 
have watched closely the first' month's 
trial of the new order of things under 
our enlarged medical and sur- 
gical staff, and have pleasure in noting 
that the work at the hospital has 
proceeded most harmoniously and satis- 
factorily. There has been a marked in- 
crease in the number of iKiy patients, 
which iiu'asiired by dollars rejireseiits a 
gain to the institution of about $200 per 
month, while at tlie same time the num 
her of days' stay of free patients has 
been 10 less than the average for the 
year 18'.)j. During the month the facili 
ties at the hospital were insudicient to 
provide for the large number of i)ay 
patients oll'ering, the result, being a pecu- 
niary loss to us and possible injury to the 
adlicted ones. To provide a partial 
remedy we strongly recommend that 
three upper rooms be constructed in the 
roof space over the old operating room 
for the accommodation of the ma'e nurse 
and assistant. The two good rooms now 
used by them will be available for pay 
patients. The estimated cost of this 
much talked of and loiiu desired altera- 
tion should not exceed ifojO or .$375. 

"The inconvenience and unsatisfac- 
tory results arising out of $10 ward pa- 
tients being placed in close proximity to 
non-piiying ones have been repeatedly 
forced upon our notice and early steps 
should be taken to make a change. We 
have no hesitation in ospressing our firm 
conviction that the small expense re- 
([uired to divide the large wards into two 
by plaster cross partitions, would repay 
itself Willi interest in a very few months, 
besides affording necessary and satisfac- 
tory accommodation for a large claea of 
deserving applicants." 

Several of the directors spoke in favor 
of carrying out the committee's sugges- 
tion, and 11 resolution was passed refer- 
ring the matter to Messra. Hayward & 
Dwyer for action, provided the exjiendi- 
ture did not exceed the estimate men- 
tioned. 

The resident medical officer and the 
matron both sent communications call- 
ing attention to the necessi^ for 

increasing the nursing staff by 

the addition of two or more pu- 
pil nurses, and in the discussion that 
followed Sir. Hayward sugyrested that 
until accoiiuiiodation could be provided 
at tlie ho.spital teiilporary sleeping rooms 
for the additional nurses migiit be rented 
in neighboring houses. 

The comiuittee of the month had the 
matter referred to them to act. 

In his rejiort for the month Dr. Rich- 
ardson stated that the cost jier patient 
for October had been <!1.19 per day ns 
against ¥1.20for the corresponding month 
last year. 

The Matron reported donations from 
Mrs. Heisterman, clothing; Mrs. A. J. 
Smith and Mrs. Pemberton, fruit, and 
Mrs. H. Dallas Ilelmcken, mauazines. 

These donations were received with 
thanks, and the din^clora also expressed 
their gratitude to Mr. .'V. W. Cuoke and 
residents of liurnoyne Bay who have 
presented a sbiiiment of apples and 
potatoes to the hospital. 

After passing the accounts forOetoher, 
amounting to $1,3C7, the meeting ad- 
journed.

Never boforu in tho Jii.story of the 
TJiiioii havo women been so interested 
and aetive in jiolities as tliey iire this 
year. This is the best iiiilieatioii in the 
■svholc politictil fii'lil, in all tlie iiavties.

Uiitiou, Mrs. ytansborry of Colorado, 
ono of the three states iu which women 
vote, made a speech seconding tho pro- 
posal. On the opening diiy of this .same 
convention Miss Ijillian Pierce, i\ gifted 
young elooutioui.st, read ^vit]l telling 
eHeet tho Declaration of Independence. 
It \va.s a highly drumiitic sceuo when, 
immediately after Bryan had been 
named, Miss Pierce snatched up the 
groat flag of the California delegation 
.iiid luurched round and round the con- 
veutioii hall witli it, followed by an en- 
thusiastic procession, •while hats nnd 
liaudkeiBhiefs waved, ontlitisiastio dele- 
gates cheered nnd shouted and "the 
band played oia" ■with lively, inspiring 
niu.sio.

at a presidential convention, -would have 
been considered crazy and would htive 
been urreiited niid removed from the 
hall.

Ven. Archdeacon Scriven for the Present to 
Asanme Charge of the Church Worlc 
in the Northern Suburb. 

St. Mark's church on the Bolcskine 
road was reojjened on Sunday evening 
last, when in epite of the tenipostuou 
weather a large , oiigregation showed Ijy 
their presence that they appreciated the 
privilege. A little band of volunteers 
had done all in their power to make the 
necessary preparation.s, and thanks to 
their efforts, all was carried out "de- 
cently and in order." 

A special service was conducted by the 
bishop, who in hia address referred with 
sorrow to the fact that the church had 
been closed for so many months, but at 
the same time he was thankful to be 
able to say that the huiidin;^ liad suf- 
fered no injury whatever — no single 

Sane of glass even having been broken. 
!e compared the present condition of 
the pariah with the rebuilding of the 
temple in the time of Haggai, tlie pro- 
phet, and called upon all living in the 
neighborhood to " be strong and work." 
There was no debt upon the material 
fabric, but the real need was the build- 
ing up of the oniritiial lives of the young 
and old in their midst.

do if she employed all her forcea, bat if 

they wished a military occui)ation re- 
quiring a very large army, Cireat Britain 
must begin by establisliing a conscrip- 
tion. 

Tlie talk of Cireat Britain's exhibition 
of incapacity was absurd, tn'eat Britain 
cannot use a groat army if she does not 
have it. Tlierefore, liuid the I'rimc 
•ui.n'stt-ri fcie bailed with cjrcat aatlslac 
tlon the Indication thatthb public liul'g- 
nation had been aroused iil tlio atrocious 
horrors of which tli6 Turkish govern- 
ment were guilty. It might be done by 
others. Therefore, the only wise course 
he saw, was an adherence' to European 
concert. If the European Btiites were 
willing to act, they had means of action 
which <lreat JJritain did not possess 
If they were unwilling to act, aii-.l if 
they object lo isolated action by tireat 
Britain, there is not only a great risk of 
failure in the undertaking, but there is 
the risk of bringing about the frightful 
horrors of an Iviropean war. It was 
nonsense to tay that Cireat Britain was 
humiliated if she could not persuade tb 
other live powers to adopt her particular 
proposals." 

Lord Salisbury demurred entirely, he 
said, from the idea that they were able 
to bend tbecounsels and forcea of gigan- 
tic empires to whatever course Great 
Britain thought desirable. He denied 
that they were acting from selfish prin- 
ciples in interfering actively in Turkey 
Tliey were triiatcea ol the interests of 
vast populations, |and they would bo 
deeply culpable if those interests were 
neglected. A j;eneral Kuropean war 
might involve territorial changes vitally 
oflevting the nations of Europe. 

" You cannot expect thoao nations,' 
Lord Salisbury proceeded, " to regard 
the problem in the same emotional and 
piiilanthropic spirit as you do in your 
splendid isolation. You may consider 
tnem dilatory,* but you must confess 
that they have good motives for pru- 
dence. We have been told by Mr. 
Courtney and ^It. Morley (opposition 
leaders), ttiat we might inliuence the 
powers to our way of thinking by aban- 
doniiiK ICgypt and Cyprus. That is a 
pretty and idyllic conception of interna- 
tional policy, but I do not believe it, 
and, 1 may say," he added, "in connec- 
tion with the i^a.slerii problem that we 
see no cause to abandon the policy we 
have hitherto pursued or to relinquish a 
single acre of the land we now occupy." 

Having warmly eulogized- the work of 
Sir Herbert Kitchener, Sirdar of the 
Egyptian forces, and Lord Cromer, tlie 
British agent at; Cairo, in corinection 
with the Soudan expedition. Lord Salis- 
bury saiil that he should not aav more 
than that the concert of Europe seemed 
to be more real than ever, lie was verv 
pleased with the elo(|uent speech of M. 
llanotaux, the French minister of for- 
eign affairs, outlining the rcijuirement 
which the powers would insist upon 
from the Sultau . He believed,|hQ saiii, 
that France wotikl do nothing to ballle 
Eurofiean action. 

Lord Salisbury's remarks contained 
only a guarded reference to the dis- 
closures made by Prince Bi-rnarck 
through his newspaper organ, of a .'ret 
treaty between Germany and I; Msia 
which existed prior to ISDO. The Pre- 
mier alluded to Prince P.ismarck as the 
grL-atest fctatesman whah the latter 
part of the century has [irod nc'ed. He 
demurred absolutely to the presumption 
of the existence of a i)erinanent 
and necessary ant.igonisni between 
Russia and Great Britain. Of this 
presumption Lord Salisbury said : " That 
is a superstition of antiquated diplo- 
macy. 1 have good ground to believe 
that Bnssia entertains the same view 
and )iuri)09e8 as ourselves concerning 
these terrible events in the East." 

In'a abort peroration Lord Salisbury 
reneated the sentiments expressed liy 
him in previous speeches. " Our first 
duty is towards tlie interests of our own 
ouniry; our se(-ond duty to all 
humanity, to bring redress to thousands 
without threatening millions with ruin.

It 
fully justi/ies the intervention of tlie 
United States." 

The Daily ]\rail coniments as follows: 
" Now that the I'nited States has met 
US on such satisfactory terms, the ar- 
i-anging of a linnl settlenient will be 
awaited with quiet conlidence. The 
grave ilanger of ti fratcicidal war has 
safcily been passed over." 

The editorial in the Times on the Lord 
Mayor'sl banquet expresses regret that 
the change of presidents in the United 
States will serve to remove Mr. Bayard, 
the United States ambassador, from a 
post which he baa filled with so much 
distinction. 

The Times furtlier finya on Lord Salis- 
bury's speech : " Lord Salisbury omitted 
to state the ftetaila of the Venezuelan 
settlement, but' we believe it will be 
found that where fifty years of British 
occupation can be proved arbitration 
shall be barred." 



Dismissal of Engineer Ordered Uu- 
lesa Satisfactory Explanations 
Are Forthcoming:. 



Bridge Loan By-laAv Again Stands 
Over— No I'reminm for 
Stray Dogs. 



Winnipeg, Nov. '9.— (Special)— Hon. 
MV. Tarte and party left for the West 
yesterday. The minister will go direct 
to the Coast, where he will inquire into 
certain matters connected with his de- 
partment. Ho does not expect to be 
back in Ottawa before neceinber. lie- 
fore departing Mr. Tarte assured are- 
porter that ho could give no further iir- 
forination in regard to the school Settle- 
ment. 



There was a full attendance at the 
regular Monday meeting of the board of 
aldermen last evening. Mayor Beaven, 
presiding, ojiened the proceeding:! by 
making the following report: 

" I have to direct attention to that 
portion of a report dated 7 February, 
189(1, from the standing committee ap- 
pointed to manajje the Koss Bay ceinc- 
tiiry, in which it is recommended that 
the secretary be instructed to ask the 
sum of twenty dollars for each lot in the 
unoccnpied portion of the cemetery situ- 
ate at the junction of the road foriiiing 
the boundaries of blocks A anil B, C, F, 
G and H. This recommendation of the 
committee was adopted by the council 
on the 10th February, KS'ji). 

" The sum [layahle for a license fortho 
exclusive use of a lot in the cemetery is 
regulated and lixed by section -Pi of the 
Ross Bay c:enietery by-law 181M, under 
which the maxinnim fee is twelve dol- 
lars and fifty cents. 

" The only method, therefore, to car- 
ry into effect the views in the above re- 
ii'ort ujion this subject is to deal with it 
by by-law." 

'a letter from Drake, Jackson & 
Helmcken urging that something be 
done at once in the matter of the desired 
drainage of the McTavieh property was 
referred to the city solicitor to rejily to, 
after some of the aldermen had expreea- 
ed the opinion that this drainage difli- 
cultyisoneto be settled between the 
private parties, and not for the council. 

A letter of thanks from the Maternity 
Home, for the council's grant, was duly 
liled, and one from the Tenn Bridge Co. 
of Pennsylvania asking for plana of the 
proposed new bridge was referred to 
committee. 

The sanitary inspector reported hav- 
ing caused the water closets flowing into 
the St. Charles street drain to be discon- 
nected, thereby abating the nuisance eo 
much complained of. 

Reports from the finance committee 
were read and adopted without discus- 
sion. One of these recommended appro- 
priations of ^1 10 for buying helmets for 
the police, and of $60 for supplying them 
with lanterns. 

The pouiul committee reported on the 
suggestion of Mr. Winsby that 10 cents 
should be allowed for each unlicensed 
dog captureil other than by the pound 
keeper and that a boy be engaged to 
help in the work. They could not 
recommend its acceptauce, because of 
lack of funds ; and as to making the pub- 
lic market a ■temporary pound for dogs 
they did not approve of the idea. Tlie 
report was adopted. 

The streets committee referred to the 
council a re(iuest from Messrs. Moore 
and W'hittinton for the pipe necessary 
to drain their Pandora street property 
into Johnson street — some '2iO feet. 11 
was explained that the corporation have 
not the funds to give this property 
draiuagG along Pandora street to Cook, 
the necessary rock excavation being ex- 
pensive, but the owners offer to lay the 
drain at their own cost in the way pro- 
posed if the council will contribute the 
pipe. After rather unfavorable discus- 
sion the matter was referred to the 
sewerage committee. 

Aid. Macmillan's motion that the 
sum obtained from the sale of hogs from 
the Old Men's Home be i)lai;ed to the 
credit ol that institution, was then dis- 
cussed ; after the .Mayor had suggested 
its withdrawal on the ground that the 
procedure involved was irregular — the 
proper course having been taken in 
placing the amount to the credit of the 
general revenue, while if the home com- 
mittee want an extraappropriation they 
can no doubt have it on application iii 
the regular way. The motion was event- 
ually jnit and lost on an even division.

Ai,i). Maiichant moved the reconsider- 
ation of I he resolution of last week pro- 
viding that the by-law for the re-divi- 
sion of the wards shall bo submitted to 
the ratepayers before being further pro- 
ceeded with. He wished this re-consid- 
eration, he said, because it is provided 
that the b^^-law shall be submitted to 
only a portion of the electorate insteatl 
(jf the whole of those allocted. 

^lost of the aldermen ex [)rc.-^sed tliem- 
olvea on the Riibjccl, to niiicli the same 
ell'ect as on previouaoccasions. The .Mayor 
in conclusion pointed out that this i)y- 
lavv had been ))Ut through its euccessivo 
stages practically by his vote, which he 
had given to the measure because it 
seenied to provide for a more e(|uitable 
diviiion of assessed value and i)opula- 
tion. Wfien it was at length proposed 
that the by-law should be submitted to 
a vote before going into eflect, he had 
thought favorably on the proposition 
and voted for it, and having done so he 
now saw no reason for a change. 

The motion being put was lost on 
division of 4 to 6, the ayes being Aid. 
INlacmillan, Marchant, Cameron and 
Glover. 

TIIK CITY K.SCilNICKR. 

Ai/D. Makoiiant moved ; " Whereas, it 
appears that the building of Point 
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l<:ilice bridge has been unduly retarded, 
thereby caiising great inconvenience to 
the citizens; and whereas, the city 
engineer has been given full power for 
the proeecution of this important work:, 
and has been repeatedly urged to hire 
sufhcient men to work night and day, 
and to purchase the necessary materials 
where obtainable ; resolved, that unless 
suitable explanations for the vexatious 
delay bo forthcoming the citv engineer 
be disehiirnL'd forthwith." 

Thi! JI.woii road a report on the sub- 
ject from the engineei^, explaining in de- 
tail the causes ol tlie severab delays 
which have taken place, and for which 
the engineer thought he should not be 
held responsible. 

Ald, MATicnAS'T argued at length that 
the inaction of the engineer was solely 
responsible for most of the delay that 
had occurred, amongst other things giv- 
ing opi)ortnnity for the several injunc- 
tions, which he believed would not 
otherwise have been applied for. He 
held that a longer time bad been taken 
for the (inishiiig tonches to the bridge 
than w.as necessary for the whole work, 
and considered that this delay was occa- 
sioned by the inability of the engineer 
or want of attention on his part. 

Ai.i). Wii„so.\ seconded the resolution, 
greatly to his regret, but he believed it 
to be his duty as chairman of the streets 
committee to assie': in placing npon the 
proper shoulders the responsibility for 
the great delay. He blamed the engi- 
neer for not giving this important work 
more of his personal attention, particu- 
larly after there had been such a strong 
resolution passed authorizing him to 
proceed with the utmost haste. 

Ai.i). Cii.ovKu thought that if the 
streets committeo rather than the en- 
gineer had been in charge of the con- 
struction of the bridge, the structure 
would have been in use long ago; and 
after all that had occurred he felt it his 
duty to support this resolution. 

Ai.u. P.MfriuiKii; did not think it fair 
to blame the engineer for all the delays 
that had occurred in connection with the 
bridge, and he thought it would be well 
before dismissing tiio engineer to liear 
him in the committee room in further 
exiilanation of his report read to-night. 
On some other occasions he would have 
favored dispensing with the engineer, 
but he did not agree with the present 
resolution. 

.Vi.i). IIuMi'iiiiKv thought that if the 
engineer had bei'ii as active as desirable 
the bridge would have been put up be- 
fore the lirst injunction was applied for, 
and there would have been no difficulty 
with the railway company or anyone 
else. He suggested, however, that the 
motion before the council be withdrawn 
and the engineer be otherwise dealt with. 

Ann. WiM.iAMH thought it a duty 
though an unjileasnnt one to vote lor the 
removal of the engineer. The. streets 
committee and the rest of the council 
had done everything possible to urge the 
rapid construction of the |)ile bridge, 
and he regretted exceedinglv that the 
work liad been allowed to sjiroad over 
SUCH a long time. 

Ald. Ti.\itK.s suggested that the matter 
be laid over until the next meeting of 
the council so that each alderman could 
be supplied with a copy of the report 
from the engineer read to-night by the 
Mayor. 

The Mayok explained that that report 
was not put in by the engineer as his de- 
fence; it was simply sent to him (the 
.Mayor) in answisr to a request for in- 
formation as to the delays. 

Ald. II r.'.ii'iiuKV said lor all ho knew 
the engineer might be able to clear him 
self ill the matter of the bridge, but as 
there are several other aU'airs with 
which the council have not been satis 
lied ho thought it might lie better to 
withdraw this resolution and bring 
another simply dismissing him. 

Am). Camkuon was much of the same 
opinion, as he did not altogether believe 
in dismissing so important an official 
apparently because of only one affair. 

Ald. Mao.millan auppoited the resolu- 
tion. 

Ald. Makciiant in closing the disci 
sion said he had understood the report 
from the engineer read by the Mayor to- 
night to be bis answer to this motion, 
but if the fact is otherwise he had no 
objection to having the matter stand 
over for a week. 

Ai,D. Hu.Mi'iiREY ask^d, before the 
vote, what the resolution would amount 
to if carried. 

Tint Mayor—" If it is carried then I 
will take the matlerinto consideration." 

The vote being taken, the resolution 
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was carried. Aid. Partridge and Tiarks 

alone voting contrary. 

Tlie motion to advertise the necessity 
for the registration of householders dur- 
ing November was carried without dis- 
cussion. 

Aid. Partridge's regulations to gov- 
ern the traflic over the new pile bridge 
were pro lorma read a first time. 

The council again went into committee 
on the bridge loan by-law, and the Mayor 
read a note from the city enjiQeer, cBti- 
mating that the cost of a steel bridge 40 
feet wide, with three spans of 217 feet 
each, on masonry piers, will be 
!i;rJ."j,OUO. Aid. Tiarks explained that 
this will be without a draw. 
Aid. Marchant suggested leaving 
the amount open until after the visit of 
the Minister of Public Works, and that 
the visitor be taken up to the locality in 
a naphtha lauiinh so that he may see 
how unnecessary a draw would be. A 
motion to insert'^ll.'.5,000 instead of .tlSO,- 
000 in the by-law was carried. The term 
of the loan was made 25 years. 

,A.t 1 1 o'clock it was resolved to con- 
tinue the session until the by-law should 
be completed, but at 11:03 the board 
adjourned for want of a quorum, there 
being th(Mi present, liesides the Mayor, 
only Aid.

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STUDYING U. S. METHODS. 

Three Canadian -Ministers in New York— 
Their Vie'ws on Protection and ' 
Reciprocity. 

New Your, Nov. 0. — Three members 
of the new Canadian cabinet interested 
in the outcome of the recent presidential 
election, came to New York to study the 
methods by which it is conducted and 
learn the result at the earliest possible 
moment. They are Hon. Mr. Fielding, 
controller of finance; Hon. Mr. Patereon, 
minister of customs; and Hon. Mr. 
Blair, minister of railways. The trio 
arrived at the Hotel Waldorf a few days 
before the election and left lor home hist 
night. They do not seem to share the 
opinion expressed by a large section of 
the Canadian press that President JIc- 
Kinley will bo unduly hostile to them 
on the recijirocity , fisheries, bonding 
regulations and other questions at issue 
between the United States and Canada. 

The finance minister,* who* acted as 
spokesman for the party said: " No, I 
do not see any reason why Canadians 
should bo alarmed at the election of 
Major McKinloy. I think the chances 
of arriving at an amicable arrangement 
regarding the number of questions over 
which Canada and the rnited States are 
at variance will be (juite as good, if not 
better after his inauguration than at any 
time in the last four years." 

" Then you do not believe the fact that 
McKinley is a pronounced protectionist 
will militate against Canadian chances 
of obtaining a reciprocity treaty .*" 

" I do not see why it should, for the 
Republican platform declares both for 
protection and reciprocity." 

"Will the Canadian government be 
pleased to open negotiations for a reci- 
procity treaty? " 

" Certainly, and wo will, unlike our 
predecessors in ollice, bo earnest about 
it. We will send representatives to 
Washington at ns early a date after Mr. 
McKinley's inauguration as is expedi- 
ent, as it is certain negotiations will be 
opened on the subject of reciprocity. 
One of tho first items to be discussed 
will bo (juarantine regulations. A feel- 
ing exists that there is no further need 
of tho ninety days quarantine against 
cattle. Hon. Jlr. Fisher, minister of 
agriculture, will go to Washington at an 
early date to discuss tlui matter." 

" What do you think of tho way m 
which an election is coinlucti d h3ro? " 

" I spent iieaHy the whole ot election 
daj; looking into' your election system 
while in active operation, and was 
greatly surprised at what I saw. Tho 
orderly manner in which everything 
passed oflT" here reflected the greatest 
credit cn the people of a crowded cosmo- 
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politan city like New York. "'I'our ballot 
system is better than what I had been 
led to believe, but still I think there ia 
room for improvement."
